Up  to  1 1 890  Mr.  Norihen  had  found  bis 
hoibe  and  farm  negr  Sparta,  in  Hancock  Co., 
a pleassnj  retreat  after  public  life  and  cares 
In  11890,  lowevtr,  he  was  summoned  by  the 
people  to  bis  longest  period  of  piublic  service. 
There  was  a general  call  for  h iift  to  enter  the 
r ct  for  the  governorship,  but  Ije  would  not 
c uisent  td  have  his  name  presented  as  a can- 
didate, until  be  feljt  as-ure  l th^t  the  people 
and  ni  t the  politicians  alone,  wanted  him  to 
take  the  position.  It  was  plain  to  every  ob- 
srrVer,  from  the  commencement  of  the  cam- 
paign tli.  t the  p op  le  were  ovj  rwhelmingly 
in  favor  o Mr.  Norihen.  County  after  County 
instructed  tor  him  in  rapid  succession  and  all 
opponents  soon  withdrew.  He  received  the 
unanimous  nomirat'on  and  was  elected  Gov- 
ernor iu  October  i$go.  On  November  8th  he 
wajs  installed  into  (jffice. 

The  mdst  striking  characteristic  shown  by 
the  new  (fcivtrnor  was  plainly  brought  before 
the  knowledge  of  all  the  people  in  his  straight 
forward  Inaugural  addiess.  This  was  his 
op^n  sincerity  of  .purpose.  At  no  time,  and 
under  noj  pressure  of  circumstances,  was  it 
ever  doubtful  as  to  where  the  Governor  stood 
upon  all  Questions  that  involved  the  welfare 
of  the  pe<  pie.  There  was  no  equivocation,  no 
evasion  1 o temporizing. 

Hi*  fir  it  inaugural  address  was  warmly 
prais  d by  the  press  and  the  people  for  its 
plajn  and} practical  utterances,  directly  to  the 
point  and  touching  the  needs  of  the  State 
with  the  jure  haud  of  the  student  of  public 
affairs.  His  practical  wisdom  was  shown  in 
the  following  statement  in  (that  add  res-: 
"Whatever  encourages  general  industry  in 
the  State  makes  the  State’s  progress  in  power 
and  wealtjh  Whatever  makes  fertile  its  fields, 
prosp  ronji  its  manufactures,  thrifty  its  busi- 
ness. and  secure  its  capital  advances  the  en- 
lighim-nt  of  the  people  and  makes  the  sta- 
bility of  l nir  institutions.” 

Among  the  many  important  questions  that 
came  bd)re  Governor  Northeu  during  his 
two  term-  as  Chief  Executive,  only  a few  can 
be  mentioned  in  this  brief  notice. 

The  fa  nous  “b«t;erment  claim"  of  the 
lessees  of  the  State  Railroad,  khown  as  the 


uxi  a,  the  thirty-sixth  Gov 
yjf ,.  epru  in  Jones  County. 


witnessed  the  rare  spectacle  of  a teacher  so 
hoioied  and  beloved  by  his  pupils,  that  they 
wefe  ready  to  give  him  their  time  and  their 
labor  to  elevate  him  to  the  highest  office  in 
the  gift  of  ihe  State.  It  was  remarked  during 
the.  campa'gn,  that  every  man  in  the  State  of 
Georgia  had  either  gone  to  school  to  Mr. 
Nortben  or  bad  gone  to  school  with  him. 

Because  of  long  continued  labor  in  his 
school,  in  1874  Mr.  Northen’s  health,  which 
had  not  been  strong  since  his  school  days, 
gaye  way  under  the  severe  strain  to  which  he 
had  been  subjected.  To  rebuild  his  constitu- 
tion, he  began  farming,  turning  his  attention, 
mainly,  to  the  raising  of  blooded  stock.  His 
thoroughness  in  this  pursuit,  as  in  all  othgts 
to  which  he  gave  his  attention,  made  him 
quite  successful.  He  became  one  of  the  most 
adyanced  and  prosperous  farmers  of  the  South. 
He  has  always  taken  great  interest  in  the  Con- 
dition of  the  agricultural  class  and  he  has 
been  ever  ready  to  serve  lor  its  advancement 
and  improvement. 

From  the  origin  of  the  Hancock  Fatmers’ 
Club,  he  was  its  president.  He  was  for  sev- 
eral terms  Vice-President  of  the  State  Agri- 
cultural Society,  and  afterwards  its  Presidtnt, 
ficin  1886  1890.  His  labors  in  these  positions 
have  had  wid<  -spread  and  beneficial  effect 
upon  Agricultural  methods  throughout  the 
State.  He  was  made  President  of  the  Young 
Fafmer’s  Club  of  the  Southern  States  for  sev- 
eral terms. 

The  first  part  taken  by  Mr.  Northen  in 
politics  was  in  1877,  when  he  was  elected  as 
a member  of  the  Slate  Democratic  Convention, 
thg  first  held  after  the  war.  He  was  elected 
to  . represent  his  County  (Hancock)  in  the 
lower  House  of  the  General  Assembly  1877- 
i8j8.  He  was  elected  to  three  successive 
sessions  of  the  legislature.  In  1880  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Committee  to  investigate  the 
Northeastern  Railroad  Bonds.  He  held  many 
important  positions  as  a member  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  during  his  terms  of  service. 
In  . 1884- 1 885  he  was  made  Senator  from  his 
district  and  became  Chairman  of  the  Senate

\Yhea  the  Magazine  came  out  the  editor, 
Mr-tJ.  W.  Ribertson,  was  called  to  appear  be-

We  know  from  experience,  as  well  as  a

DR  HAWTHORN  ON  RELIGIOUS  LIBERTY. 

We  have  read  and  reread  Dr.  Hawthorn's 
great  address  delivered  before  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  in  New  Orleans,  on 
"What  Baptists  Have  Done  and  May  Do  for 
Religious  Liberty,"  and  unhesitatingly  pro- 
nounce it  a document  that  ought  to  find  its 
way,  in  permanent  form,  into  the  library  of 
evjry  citizen  of  the  Republic.  It  ought  to  be 
told  to  our  children’s  ch'ldn  n;  not  merely  as 
a memorial  of  what  Baptists  have  done,  but 
as  an  earnest  of  what  ought  to  be  done  in 
the  years  to  come.- 

Before  this  is  done,  however,*  there  are  two 
exceptions  that  we  thiuk  ought  to  be  made  to 
the  matter  contained  in  the  a Idr  ss-*-onc  of 
which  ought  to  be  eliminated  bodily,  and  the 
other  modified  somewhat. 

That  which  we  would  like  tosee  eliminated 
from  this  splendid  address  is  th i state mint 
with  respect  to  the  Anabub'ists  of  England 
In  speaking  of  them  the  eloquent  Decor  says;

supply  the  army,  navy,  penitentiaries  and 
Congress  with  chaplains.  We  do  not  think 
that  the  point  here  is  well  taken,  as  the  par- 
liamen'arians  would  say.  A convict  is  not  a 
citizen;  he  is  the  property  of  the  State,  and  as 
such,  he  can  be  destroyed,  sold,  confined,  im- 
prison, made  to  do  bard  labor  or  anything 
else.  In  this  case  we  do  not  just  see  how 
the  doctrine  of  religious  liberty  com-  s in  for 
violation,  when  the  State  has  the  gospel 
preached  to  her  own  chattels.  Nor  do  we  see 
just  how  it  crimes  in,  with  tfie  array  and  the 
navy  chaplains.  Those  who  enlist  in  either 
the  army  or  navy,  belong  to  the  government, 
do  they  not,  for  the  lull  term  of  enlistment? 
They  have  no  will  or  mind  of  their  own  with 
re-pect  to  what  they  will  do,  nor  when  they 
shall  do  i(.  The  State  says  go,  and  they  go; 
and  they  come  when  she  says  come.  Their 
very  lives  are  in  the  keeping  of  the  State; 
and  in  a sense  their  souls,  too.  The  State 
having  taken  away  their  civil  liberty,  certain- 
ly has  some  responsibility  in  the  matter  of 
their  religious  training,  has  she  not  ? It 
seems  to  us  that  there  is  a difference  here  in 
the  application  of  the  principles  for  which 
we  all  plead,  from  what  there  is  with  regard 
to  the  private  citizen . 

At  any  rate,  we  want  more  light  on  this 
feature  of  the  subject;  and  would  be  glad,  if 
it  is  not  asking  too  much  of  some  one  wtto 
champions  the  o her  view,  to  have  the  ques- 
tion cleared  np  a little. 

If  we  can  have  absolute  religious  liberty, 
the  compleie  divorcement  of  church  and 
Stae;  and  now,  have  it  not,  we  owe  it  to  our- 
selves to  therfwhole  world  besides  to  have  it, 
and  give  it  to  them,  in  so  far  as  we  may  be 
able.
